VIEW FROM THE PEAK

In early October I was in 
Michigan (and thus not present at 
the PPRAA meetiing). One purpose 
of my journey was to ride, once 
again, over railroad tracks that 
years ago I worked on, 


A new shortline railroad now 
operates over what was once New 
York Central tracks in that area, 
and a passenger special had been 
arranged by a railfan club; it 
was the first passenger train 
over that line in 30 years. To 
me, it was a chance to relive a 
part of my earlier life and so 
the wife and I were there. 


Now the purpose of this item 
is not to make railfans out of 
ham radio operators; it is to 
tell you how hams in that part of 
Michigan combine the fun of rid- 

(ing the rails with amateur radio 
while doing a fine job of public 
service, too. 


As we arrived to board the 
train, I recognized an amateur 
from the Detroit area whom I had 
known years ago when I was active 
on repeaters there. In talking 
to him I discovered that there 
were to be a half-dozen amateurs 
on the train that day, complete 
with walkie-talkies, They had 
volunteered to provide communica- 
tions for the railfan group in 
operating this non-profit trip 
and, in so doing, to enjoy a day 
of riding the train through the 
fall scenery in central Mich- 
igan.

Day 
and time do influence activity, 
but the fact remains that today 
calls go unanswered where a few 
years ago contacts could easily 
be made. 


‘Too few of 
us willing to extend ourselves a 
little to make friends, handle 
highway safety calls and keep a 
buddy awake and alert? Or does 
the number of repeaters spread 
the users too thinly to "mind the 
store?" 


Another point to ponde: 
I expected to find increased 220 
MHz activity now; not so except 
in Detroit where the band was 
busy. Quite possibly the threat 
(again) to take away a part of 
220 has stopped new activity.

ANTENNAS 
By Chris Smith

This month I will begin to take a look 
at MININEC3, the antenna analysis 
code available for personal computers. 
I hope to write a series of columns 
describing its purpose, development 
and use. If you find this to be of 
interest, you may want to obtain a 
copy of this code and follow along. 


MININEC3 falls into a curious gray area 
of computer codes. It is public 
domain because it 1s not copywrited and 
was developed in part with 
government funds. However, its 
distribution is restricted to US 
nationals who submit requests for it; 
foreign nationals must request it 
through diplomatic channels! I 
Suppose this is because it is 
considered “high technology" even 
though it is a fairly straightforward 
BASIC program. Copies of the code seem 
to be widely available. Nevertheless, 
at last report the code is still 
restricted, and as ridiculous as that 
seems, I will observe the restrictions. 
(in consideration of our VE friends, I 
will be glad to assist them in writing 
to the proper authorities to obtain 
permission to get a copy.) 


So for the US nationals out there, I 
have copies for the IBM PC or clones, 
and for the Atari 52071040 ST. If you 
are ambitious, I have source code in 
Microsoft Basic, Pascal, and C. With 
some adapting and debugging, the code 
should run well on any computer with 
the power of an IBM PC or more. The 
PC versions run with compiled BASIC 
and the Atari version is compiled LDW 
BASIC. 


Updates for the code are 
distributed through the Applied 
Computational Electromagnetics Society 
(ACES), and I will pass them on to 
those to whom I have given copies. The 
documentation is also distributed by 
ACES, though I have a copy to lend to 


those who can arrange to make a copy 
for themselves. 


The credit for developing MININEC 
(versions 1, 2 and 3) belongs to Jim 
Logan of the Naval Ocean Systems 
Command, He thought that it should 
be possible to write a much 
simplified version of the 
“granddaddy" of EM codes, the 
Numerical Electromagnetics Code (NEC) 
of Lawrence Livermore Lab. Indeed it 
was possible, and MININEC was 
originally written to squeeze on to a 
64K Apple II. Solutions were long and 
laborious, but it worked. Since then, 
the code has even been downsized to 
fit on an HP handheld calculator (this 
version being dubbed MIGRONEC). The 
IBM PC had the additional computing 
horsepower needed to turn the code into 
a serious tool for antenna analysis 
and so MININEC3 was a maJjor re-write 
in BASICA. Unfortunately, BASICA has a 
64K data space limitation, and the 
program only runs at full size if it is 
compiled. By the way, Jim Logan is a 
ham with a floating shack that, I 
believe, sails from San Diego to 
Hawaii on occasion. 


Next month I plan to discuss the 
purpose of a code like MININEC, In 
the meantime I hope to complete my 
rhombic- I'm ashamed to admit that 
for the last 6 months my only antenna 
has been a two meter J-polet This 
rhombic should work on 40 through 10 
meters, and if the Novices are kind, 
I may learn to work CW again. The 
development of the antenna has taken 
all sorts of odd pieces and parts, and 
T've found OEM Parts to be invaluable 
in having most of them on hand and 
at a good price. They are a great 
asset in developing a good junk box, 
especially if you don’t mind cleaning 
up used but servicable parts. They 
support PPRAA, so you may be lucky 
enough to win one of their $20 gift 
certificates in the monthly raffle.

VHF %& ABOVE NEWS 
by NKSP 


With increasing solar flux activity 
I suspect some of you are getting 
close to VUCC awards on some of the 
VHF/UHF /Microwave bands. Since 
started reviewing QSL cards and 
applications for these certificates 
T thought it worthwhile to go over 
some of the areas we check wnen you 
sent the cards to the ‘awards 
manager. 

to review: VUCC is 100 Grids on 
SOMHZ, 144MHZ and 220MH2; SO Grids 
on 432MH2: 25 Grids on 902MHZ and 
1296MHZ; 10 Grids on 2304MHZ: 5 
Grids on everything higher 

Only contacts dated January 1, 1983, 
and later are creditable for VUCC 
purposes. No crossband contacts are 
permitted. OSO’s with aeronautica 
mobiles do NOT count. No contacts 


through ACTIVE “repeater” or 
atellite devices or powered relay 
methods are permitted. Contacts 


withstations on shiobeard (located 
on a body of water do NOT count. 

For \VUCC awards on SO through 
1296MHZ, all contacts must be made 
from a location or locations within 
the same grid square or different 
grids ne more than SO miles apart. 
For SHF awards contacts must be made 
from a single location, defined as 
Within a 300 meter circle. 

Requests mist be submitted to an 
approves VHF awards manager = for 
certification. DO NOT send cards to 
ARRL Headquarters. 

Cards that nave tne date, callsign, 
or band alterd in ANY way are not 
accepted. No judgement i= made as to 
who may have altera the card. 

I¢ you send your card= through the 
mail be sure to include enough money 
to cover return postage and 
insurance. If anvone needs more 
detailed info or on questions 
have all the reautred forms ana more 
detailed instructio: T alsc nave a

GRID SQUARES 
Rick Brown, KD#SU 


Grids or grid squares are terms 
that are commonly heard on VHF these 
days. Do you know what your grid is? 
or, do you even know what a grid square 
is? VHF operators in Europe had a 
system of grid locators for many years. 
Unfortunately the system could not be 
expanded to the rest of the world 
without causing some confusion. 
Because of this, the Maidenhead locator 
system was developed to cover the 
entire world without any probelem. 
This system was adopted by the Central 
States VHF Society, and by the ARRL in 
1983. 


The Maidenhead system divides 
the earth into 324 different fields. 
Each field is 20 degrees in longitude 
by 10 degrees in latitude, and each 1s 
given a two letter designation from AA 
to RR. The system starts with AA at 
the South Pole and the 180th parallel. 
The first letter increases for each 10 
degrees you move east and the second 
letter increases for each 10 degrees of 
north movement. Each field is further 
divided into 100 sections called grid 
squares or grids. These are numbered 
00 through 99. Thus a grid square is 
designated by four characters. For 
example, Colorado Springs is located in 
DN78. If you really want to specify a 
location, the grids can be further 
broken down by two more letters into an 
area about three by four miles square. 
Obviously, you need to know your exact 
location by latitude and longitude to 
do this. 


What purpose are the grid 
squares anyway? Well, for one thing, 
they are a way to let other amateurs 
know where you are located. Another 
use of grid squares is for awards 
programs. The ARRL has a VHF/UHF 
counterpart to DXCC in the VHF/UHF 
Century Club (VUCC). On six and two 
meters this award can be earned by 
confirming contact with amateurs in 100 
different grid squares. On higher 


frequencies fewer grids are needed, but 
the challenge is Just as great. Grid 
squares are used on the HF bands as 
well, and SMSAGH compiles a list of 
those who have submitted a list of 
fields worked from 160 meters to 10 
GHz. Working all 324 fields would be 
extremely difficult since 54 of the 
fields cover ocean areas only. 


There are various ways to 
determine your grid square, from using 
a map put out by the ARRL to using a 
computer program. Any way you do it is 
important to know your latitude and 
longitude to be exactly correct. One 
of the hardest parts of obtaining any 
of the awards sponsored by the ARRL is 
not making the contacts, but getting 
the QSL cards. I am currently working 
on a program to help keep track of 
grids worked and confirmed. The 
program is written in Pascal, and uses 
dynamic memory allocation. That means 
you don’t have to define how many grids 
you are going to store before you start 
using the program. If there is 
interest I will write another article 
‘on how the program was developed. 


If you want to learn more about 
grid squares I have included a list of 
articles that will give you more 
information. Learn your grid square, 
some one out there may want to know it.

The Radio Shack "Novice Voice Class" 
Package ~ A Personal Experience 
By Jay Shaffer(Soon-to-have-a-callsign) 


T have just finished taking the 
Radio Shack "Novice Voice Class" course 
and, as a result, have just passed my 
Novice Class License exam. 

At 33, I have been wanting to get 
into Amateur Radio for about 20 years 
but somehow never quite made it. I 
knew about 5 letters of code. 

The package consists of a booklet 
which gives you all 300 questions from 
which your examination questions will 
be chosen. It also serves as a guide 
to the entire course. Additionally you 
get two cassette tapes, each of which 
is recorded on both sides for a total 
of 4 code-practise ‘tracks’. 

I spent about 2 hours per night on 
the first 4 nights, running through one 
side of one cassette and reading the 
entire group of questions. By the 
fourth night, I had advanced to the 
fourth tape track (the final one) and 
was getting better than 90% of the test 
questions. Starting the fifth night, I 
listened to the last side of the’ tape 
once through, and went through the 
entire list of 300 questions each 
evening (which consumed about an hour 
and a half each evening). At the end 
of the first week, I purchased an 
Amateur Band radio at Miley's Radio in 
Florence and began to attempt to copy 
real QS0’s of the air. I had no 
trouble finding ULTRA-SLOW code to copy 
on the Novice portion of the 40-meter 
band, and was able to transition from 
the tapes to copying off the air. 

Exactly two weeks after starting 
the course, I took the exam at Harley 
Hansen’s QTH and passed the code test 
100% and the theory test with one 
mistake (there is apparently a mistake 
in the book; the transmitter circuit 
Dlock diagrams should show power 
supplies!) 

My overall impression of the 
course is very favorable; I believe 
that you are getting a pretty good 
value for $19.95 and it really can 
work. I'm looking forward to my first 
QS0 in a couple of weeks!
